A DECORATOR SPEAKS HIS MIND 


How to enjoy your 


family 
Photographs 


By William Baldwin 


t seems odd that we Americans. enthralled as we are 

with the idea of commemorating every occasion with 
photographs, often wielding the camera ourselves, hardly ever. 
after we've got the pictures, know what to do with them. I go 
into a grandmother’s living room and find, framed on the 
plano, a picture of her as a bride thirty years back, or on the 
wall, a row of stiff studio portraits looking unbelievably up- 
light. All the casual snapshots we take on vacation or during 
happy days with friends get stuck away in boxes or drawers 
wailing to be glued into albums. And that’s too bad. because 
those little informal photographs are often more valuable than 
costly art—not in artistic merit, but in what they mean to us. 


and what they can do to make a room unmistakably ours. 


Snapshots mix well with formal portraits

a wall diary 
of life^s 
adventures 


of graduates or brides, with watercolors 
done by family members or friends, with 
a little child’s portrait of the family dog, 
even with little drawings or prints you’ve 
picked up during your travels: One cou- 
ple I know has collected a veritable diary 
of their life’s adventures in the small 
drawings and prints on their walls—each 
one provokes its own set of memories. 
crowing dearer to the couple as the years 
pass. In such a group you might even in- 
clude some extraordinary Christmas 
cards or letters from friends. All are 
happy together because they are all very 


personal indeed. 


s a general rule I think a group of photographs and 
aL memorabilia hung together belongs in a small intimate 
library or study. In a more formal living room or hall, I would 


put family pictures on easels on tables. or hang them very cas- 


ually on the upright supports of bookcases—even a tender 
sprinkling of them can break the hard formality of a big room. 
On occasion, however. an ordered potpourri on the wall can 
give a small living room great depth and warmth. Such a group- 
ing can also work very well in a narrow hallway, but never up 
the stairs. It's unfair to the pictures to try to appreciate their 
small and interesting details while balancing on one foot.

ington belonging to a couple who had 
spent most of the past ten years in diplo- 
matic service in Europe and Asia. The 
house was typically Washington, with a 
central hall opening onto living room, 
dining room, and library. The first three 
rooms were all done in clear fresh gar- 
deny colors, with lots of white and leaf 
green. But the library was to be a more 
masculine room, very personal and quiet, 
where the husband could receive his 
official callers. One wall was lined solid 
with books. There was a fireplace in an 
adjacent wall, and near the other two, we 
put comfortable sofas and good reading 
lights. Among the books were several 
large bound scrapbooks that contained 
part of a vast collection of photographs 
the family had accumulated during their 
assignments abroad—personal family 
pictures, group shots of the family with 
business associates, or remarkable, in- 
formal photographs of U.S. presidents 
the man had known or worked under. To 
make the room masculine, yet still related 
to the rest of the house, we painted it the 
shiny color of a well-moistened leaf 
plucked from one of the living room's 
ficus trees. To make the room personal, 
we turned the three bookless walls into 


an open photo album. 


ou must have a system for hanging photographs on a 

wall. For that room in Washington, the couple first sorted 
through what must have been thousands of pictures, keeping 
for the library only the most treasured. These we divided 
into groups—one of family records, another of times shared 
with friends, another of the events of a particular assign- 
ment, and so on. Each group became a panel of pictures—one 
the length of each sofa, two others to fill the spaces flanking the 
fireplace. The only rules we followed from then on were that 
all the bottom and topmost pictures were to be approximately 
level. For the chimney piece we saved the most public of the 
pictures—those magnificent ones of Churchill and the presi- 


dents—many of which my client had photographed himself. 


Apart from subject matter and the top

and bottom boundaries, everything about 
the groups was absolutely nonuniform. 
The frames were a positive hodgepodge, 
although none was elaborate. Most were 
narrow strips of black, white, or dull 
gold. To have the frames all alike, I think, 
would have given them too much impor- 
tance. Varying them made them seem 
insignificant to the point of non-exis- 
tence. But don’t forget they were hung on

What more fitting time to sing praises to the egg, quintessen- 


tial symbol of spring and new life? Herewith some eggery. 


Eggs to look at come in all sizes 


The Egg as Decoration. 
and materials—amusing eggs, precious eggs. Not as dear as 
you might think. real onyx eggs (pale greens to burnished, 
bronzy browns) make a handsome holiday or anytime center- 
piece piled in a shallow glass bowl and interspersed with pink, 
miniature roses or a few green orchids. Amethyst eggs with 
violets, crystal eggs with snippets of cherry blossoms, blue 
and white alabaster eggs with field flowers. Eggs and flowers 
have a lovely affinity for one another. All of the charming little 
egg stands, circles, tripods, fish and animal holders make egg 
dais very easy nowadays. When combining eggs directly 
with plant material, you can use green tacky tape in the con- 
tainer. Less elegant but lots of fun are plastic carnaval eges: 
turquoise, tortoise. malachite, black and white. Most enter- 
taining of the lot. the ones swirled in red, white, and blue. A 
heap of them filling a big wire salad basket or nesting in real 
straw in a low, attractive straw basket would bring verve to a 
paschal breakfast. Or a Fourth of July lunch for that matter 


—the egg is for all seasons. 


People have been fancying up eggs for centuries—real 


eggs, cooked or blown. Sometimes to be found in folk art 
shops are those exquisite, intricate Ukrainian eggs with in- 
credibly detailed designs, fragile heirlooms. But there's much 
to be said for doing your own thing. For a family party, how 
about portrait eggs? The portraits to be either photographs or 
freehand caricatures. A good camera store should be able to 
tell you how to soak a photograph so that the “film” may be 
peeled off so you can wrap it around the egg, then sprayed 
with a plastic coating. Fine-tip felt markers, bits of fabric, 
hair, jewels can turn an egg into an aunt, a friend, an off- 
spring. Put the egg head on a trimmed collar cut from a paper 
tube and you have a take-home memento. And how about 
spraying eggs? Spray paints give them much more oomph 
than the traditional dyes. Pile gold- or silver-sprayed eggs in 
nests of greens, or in an epergne with baby ivy. Or pile them 
in a silver bowl with no accompaniment whatsoever. 

Soft-Cooked Eggs. Boiling an egg vigorously is an insult 
to its delicate sensibilities. Start in cold water and simmer. 
Better still steam eggs, a wonderful method when there are 
lots to be prepared. To steam four eggs, put them in a pot and 
pour two quarts of boiling water over them. Cover the pot and 
let stand for ten minutes. Drain, put eggs in a pretty bowl, 
covering them again with boiling water, and send to the break- 
fast table to be lifted out individually by slotted spoon. 
Steamed to creamy perfection, they will keep warm longer for 
stragglers. For one egg allow eight minutes; for six, fifteen:

tomato juice. cream. Even lemon or a bouillon cube in the 
water gives them more authority. So do herb vinegars and a 
dash of curry powder or Worcestershire sauce. When in doubt 
about the absolute freshness of an egg, simmer it in water in 
the shell for eight to ten seconds before poaching to keep the 
white from spreading all over. 


The Baked Egg. Always set baked eggs, soufflés, or custards 
in a pan of hot water in the oven to prevent toughening the 
outside of the eges. 

The Shirred Egg. To keep shirred eggs tender, instead of 
cooking them in the oven, let them set a bit first in melted, hot 
butter, then run them quickly under the broiler. Shirr several 
eggs at a time on a hot, buttered steel platter, decorate with 


parsley and paprika. 


Egg Whites. In my book, a big, 5- to 6-inch balloon whisk 
has an electric mixer beat for speed and lightness. Whites 
need an acid touch, so use a copper bowl or add a pinch of 
cream of tartar after the first thirty seconds of beating. Fold 
with a flourish, don't stir. Hostess hint: A soufflé-filled mold 
will keep up to an hour uncooked if covered with a big pot 
and placed in a draft-free place. Cuts down on last-minute 
preparations. For a crowd, individual soufflés are time-saving 
and safer, Put them in the oven twenty minutes before serving. 


Egg Gadgetry—an international sport. From France come 
one-ege oval poachers with pierced bottoms for liquid circula- 
tion, four little legs to support them in the pan, and a long 
handle for lifting them out of the bath. From Sweden. an egg 
saver, a plastic-collar-and-concealed-pin device to prick the 
end of the egg for noncrack cooking. From England, a handy 
little cup with a slot through which falls the white for perfect 
egg separation; also china screw-top coddlers for cooking and 
serving. From Germany, various sized steel rings for abso- 
lutely circular fried or poached eggs. From Japan, an egg cut- 


ter to turn hard-cooked halves into starlike decorations. 


Egg Serving. For soft-cooked eggs, why not wine glasses? 
To dress up stuffed eggs, set them off in a new Portuguese 
faïence dish—a circle of little egg-holding indentations sur- 
rounding a nesting hen. The bird lifts off and the nest may be 
filled with a sauce or seasoned salt for dunking the eggs. White 


china egg dishes in the old classical shapes may now be had

vegetables? 


Dv William D. Harris 


Start your own vegetable garden this spring and the chances 
are, if you are under forty, that for the first time in your life 
you will eat really fresh vegetables all through the summer 
and in winter enjoy better frozen ones than you can buy. 
Growing one's own vegetables is not quaint, old-fashioned, 
or camp. Not these days. Hippie communes grow vegetables, 
to eat. Many families in the $15,000 to $20,000 range, which 
includes truck drivers and Ph.D.’s, are growing them to save 
money. And a surprising number of people, many of them 
young, who have discovered the goodness of gourmet cook- 
ing. grow them to get what they can't buy—fresh vegetables. 
Such gardens have a new name in this country—kitchen, gar- 
dens, the name the English have always used. To me they are 
a special sort of victory garden—victory over the supermar- 
kets, which sell tired and tasteless vegetables that were tired 
and tasteless before they were wrapped so prettily in cello- 
phane. I doubt if kitchen gardens save any money—after all 
one's time should be worth at least $1.75 cents an hour—but 
they conserve the outflow of cash, as the economists say, 
which in these days is a neat trick. 

I admit that the thought of starting a kitchen garden to 
those whose experience in growing things is limited to killing 
philodendron bought for a quarter at a ten-cent store is a bit 
frightening. My first one was. That was in the spring of 1941. 
It was a wartime victory garden. My only advantage, if it can 
be called that, was that for several years I had grown flowers 
—annuals and perennials—from seed. So I merely turned to 
the pages in my catalogues describing vegetables and plunged 
in. This first garden was far from being an unqualified suc- 
cess, but it produced an astonishing amount of vegetables— 
far more than we needed or could transport to New York to 
give away. Also, | had too much of everything at one time. 
Lettuce didn't actually stack above my ears. but it was close. 
Because I failed to thin beets and carrots sufficiently and 
planted them in soil too rich, I had some strangely shaped 
ones later on. After that no lettuce, beets, or carrots. I had not 
planted in proper succession. I planted peas very early, fol- 
lowing directions with care, and in a spell of early warm 
spring weather they popped up dutifully. Then the weather 
turned back to 20° F.,

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the date of the probable last frost. I do now. It is May 20 in 
these parts (Northwestern Connecticut). But it is the date of 
the improbable last frost that bugs me. This non-statistic has 
hit here in early June. and once, in 1944, it walloped the low- 
lands in a highly improper manner on July 4. Bush beans 
(these are the snap beans one buys) also gave me trouble in 
1941 
first sowing rotted in the ground. Too cold, the local experts 


and I had carefully planted them in succession. The 


said. Then the second sowing got clobbered by the frost that 
decimated the peas. Undaunted, I sowed more beans, equal in 
number to the first two sowings. This did not turn out to be 
a popular move with guests who had been invited to harvest 
the produce we grew. When the beans were ready for picking, 
guests, who heretofore had been able helpers in this victory 
garden of ours, said, after picking three bushels of them, that 
our weekend schedule was too rough: they were going home 
and did not plan to come back until winter, if they were still 
welcome. I called them unpatriotic wretches. Then we went in 
and had a drink. 

One major fault of my first vegetable garden was that it 
was far too large: it consisted of two 80-by-40-feet beds sepa- 
rated by a 5-foot lawn. The next year we put one of the beds 
in summer fallow. We still had more vegetables than we eould 
use, largely because I had better luck with succession plant- 
ing. It was also a right pretty garden. Cabbages are beautiful 
things: the pole beans produced stunning red flowers; egg- 
plant, which isn't a favorite food of mine, rewarded me with 
its dark green foliage and wonderful purple forms. And ran- 
dom plantings of annuals not only provided a wealth of cut 
flowers but tied the garden together in beauty. 

The next year we planted our first aromatic herbs, gen- 
erously, as was my wont. I recall wondering if six sage plants 
would be enough. It was. As I hate to throw away anything, 


including boards from a dismantled structure, we dried 


enough sage to take care of our friends in the country and 
New York, and relatives in Missouri. One said she didn't like 
sage, and afterward I felt you could never trust a friend who 
didn't like sage that you yourself had grown. We now have 
two plants of sage. One is a spare. Half of one is enough for a 
family of twelve. Regardless of what you are told about aro- 
matic herbs by nurserymen, few of whom ever use them, a 
very small supply goes a long way in gourmet cooking, which 
seeks a delicate bouquet to titillate the senses of taste and 
smell, which are really one, bound up as they are, so in- 
exorably . 

The aromatic herbs that are annuals and are grown from 
seed or small plants are basil, dill, fennel, parsley, sweet mar- 
joram. and summer savory. A family of four should plant 
three of each (one for a spare), except for parsley . Grow six 
to twelve of it, depending on use. The necessary number of 
perennial herbs for that same family are chives, two: mint, 
two; rosemary, one; sage, one: origanum—if summer mar- 
joram, the real marjoram, is not planted—two: and tarragon, 
the leafy herb most used in French cooking, six to twelve. 
Garlic, a basic, is usually bought, but easy to grow and when 
grown decidedly cheaper. Shallots should be grown by those 
who have no good, inexpensive market source, which includes

Enthusiastic beginners should start with really small 
kitchen gardens and not try to grow every vegetable in the 
catalogues. Teresa Zina Fabbri, our right hand in the country, 
has a kitchen garden about 25-feet square from which she 
gives us so many vegetables that we now confine our kitchen 
gardening to aromatic herbs on a plot of ground 25 feet long 
and 3 feet wide. It produces more herbs than we can possibly 
use—but it is sort of pretty. Miss Fabbri is apologetic about 
the production from her garden; her father, she says, got 
twice as much out of the same ground when he was living. 
She plants in beds as her father did. David Smith, on the other 
hand, an Englishman who is director of horticulture at a local 
nursery, has a garden about 100 feet long and 60 feet wide 
that he crops in neat rows and weeds with a walking cultivator. 
Smith produces about every vegetable you can think of, ex- 
cept potatoes, which really should not be undertaken by any 
home gardener. He gets fine quantities of fresh vegetables for 
his family of five and never buys a frozen one in winter at the 
supermarket. 

Angelo M. Pellegrini, a professor of English at the Uni- 
versity of Washington in Seattle, gets wonderful results from 
a plot of land 30 by 50 feet—including asparagus, tomatoes, 
and corn, all of which take up considerable space. Pellegrini 
is also a gourmet cook and a wine connoisseur. He wrote a 
book about his garden, which was reviewed briefly in these 
pages last summer. Called The Food Lover's Garden (Knopf, 
$6.95), it is the best thing l've read on vegetables. Diagrams 
show how to do the most mundane gardening chores, from 
sowing a row of seeds to setting out asparagus plants, a skill 
few acquire now that rotary tillers are available. I know how 
to use one of the beastly things, and offhand 1 can think of no 
enemy I'd wish it on. (Oh well, if I thought a moment. . . .) 

Pellegrini says that a good garden soil should be rich in 
humus. Very rich. Right on! But not in plant foods. Failures 
in growing things can always be traced back to a deficiency in 
humus, the rotted stuff such as aged cow manure or compost 
that gives teeming life to the soil in the form of bacteria that 
release the nutrients so vital to plant life. Of course, Pellegrini 
produces his miracles in the benign climate of the Northwest 
Pacific Coast, but he carefully advises those of us who do not 
have this advantage. He also goes into considerable detail 
about the proper way to cook vegetables, crisp as the Chinese 
and the French do. There is little chance that really good cooks 
will learn anything much about cooking vegetables from the 
author, but they should enjoy reading his recipes, most of 
which are north-country Italian. Let them follow his garden- 
ing. Certainly the beginning gardener who plants to save 
money, and who has always boiled store-bought produce to a 
state this side of mush, can profit two ways from this book. 

Pellegrini's writing, as you would expect, is precise and 
some of it mildly entertaining. On the medicinal use of garlic, 
he says, “. . . stuff your nose with crushed garlic, anoint your 
chest with its juice, and go boldly about your business. You

How can I lighten and enlarge a dark narrow hall- 
way? Use silver foil wallpaper on the ceiling as well as 
the walls. It will act as a light reflector and magnifier, 
brightening and doubling the size of the hall. For more 
gleam you can tile the floor yourself with shiny tile 
squares. They come in 12-inch by 12-inch sizes with ad- 
hesive backs, and are quite easy to put down. You can cut 
them in two or trim to any size using scissors or a linole- 
um cutter. The squares might be designed in a diagonal 
two-color pattern, such as black and white or orange and 
white. Or try mixing up the wallpaper patterns for a new 
effect: Combine a figured paper with a solid—put the pat- 
tern on the ceiling and all the doors. Use it on a narrow 
table to go along one wall. Then paper the rest of the hall 
in a silver foil. Or gloss walls and ceilings with shiny 
paint in a pale, delicious color like Creamy Apricot or 
Pineapple, then cover moldings and trim with flower- 


sprigged fabric, using cellulose paste. 


We have a basement that needs rejuvenating. The 
floor is concrete and theres not much light. Is 
there a solution? To perk up the dreary atmosphere, 
paint the walls with a super-brilliant fluorescent paint that 
glows in any light. Follow with a dazzling color of con- 
crete paint for the floor—the warmer the color, the 
cheerier the room. If dampness is a problem, paint with 
a mildewcidal additive to prevent mildew discoloration.

I'm glad we lined up the painters 
months ago—they’re so busy right now I doubt if they'd even 
talk to us. We're having the halls and the living room done 
professionally, but Tom and I are going to touch up the li- 
brary ourselves. For that we'll wait until the pros have fin- 
ished, so we'll have at least one downstairs room that isn't torn 
up. With all this spinning in my head, I decided to sit down 


and make some check lists. . . . 


First, what can I get rid of? Anything I can send out of the 
house means that much less to be pushed around from place 
to place and will help decrease the drop cloth-covered moun- 
tain in the center of the living room. Rugs, curtains, and slip- 
covers, of course, will go to the cleaners. I’m also going to 
send out a couple of upholstered chairs that do not have slip- 
covers. The cleaning people usually come and shampoo them 
here, but they always claim they could do a better job at their 
plant if only I could spare the chairs for a week. Well, now is 
the time. I can get rid of some wood furniture too—have the 
crack in the top of the lowboy repaired and the two lamp 
tables refinished. And the wooden Venetian blinds can go to 
the factory to be refinished and get new cords, new tapes, and 
replacements for those two broken slats. While I'm about it, 
I'd better take those two lampshades to be recovered. Fresh 
white walls have a way of making not-so-white lampshades 


look positively dingy. ... 


Second, what small jobs ought to be done before the 
room is painted? Tom and I considered putting up a few more 
bookshelves. then concluded we had enough. But we long ago 
decided that a bifold louvred door for the hall coat closet 
would be an improvement on the big single door that takes up 
so much space. So we've ordered the new door and are pray- 
ing it will arrive before the painters. I must remember to call 
the telephone man and have him move the phone from the 
hall to the library desk where it will be so much more con- 
venient. And while he's here TII see if we can’t get rid of some 
of that old paint-covered wire running along the baseboard 
and up over the living room doorway—T'm sure it dates back 
to some distant owner and serves no purpose today. Must call 
the electrician too, and have him put in two new baseboard 
outlets—one in the hall so we don't have to have an extension 
cord for the table lamp, and one near the piano in the living 
room so Tina can plug in the tape recorder when she practices. 
If you don't have all these little things done before the room 


is painted, they can make an awful mess afterward. . . . 


Third, what do I need from the paint store? Paint for 
the library. of course, plus some brushes. I'll also need plastic 
drop cloths. Naturally the painters bring their own—those 
heavy canvas ones—but I've discovered that a few extras of

The painters are due at the crack 


of dawn on Mondas which 


means we'll have to spend most 


of Saturday and Sunday dis- 


mantling the hall and living 


room ourselves. I can think 


of nicer ways to spend a spring 
weekend but its well-worth do- 
ing that part. First, because 
we'll know where things are and 
can arrange them so that any- 
thing we might need will be ac- 
cessible, and second, because it 
will save the painters’ high- 
priced time and avoid any cor- 
ner-cutting rush at the end. 


When we are ready to zero in on 
the library, our major job will 
be to paint two walls where we 
are rehanging pictures. I also 
bought some enamel for the 
doorway and the baseboards 
which are somewhat battered. It 
shouldn't take us more than a 
weekend if we get the room all 
ready on Friday night. Once the 
color is matched. the trick of 
retouching is to paint to a logi- 
cal stopping point like the cor- 
ner where one wall meets the 
other. The line of demarcation 
will hardly be noticeable be- 
cause of the constantly changing 
play of light and shadow. The 
hardest part of the job is dark- 
ening the new paint to blend 
with the old. The last time we 
did this (in our other house), 
Tom used burnt umber and just 
a dash of Prussian blue right out 
of the tubes. He mixed them in a 
little turpentine in a small can 
until it was the consistency of 
milk. Then he added that to the 
well-mixed paint in the big can, 
stirring briskly as he did it. We 
have learned that it pays to go 
slowly in darkening because it’s 
much harder to lighten paint 
once you get it too dark. A good 
way to test the finished color is 
to put some on a piece of white 
blotting paper which will show 
the color of the paint when it's 
drv. It should look lighter in the 
can than dry on the wall. Its a 
good idea to start painting by 
touching up any nicks in the 


woodwork that go all the way 


down to the wood. That shows 


you whether you've gotten the 
color to match and helps fill the 
spots, although the deepest may 
need to be patched with spackle 
as well. When the spots are dry. 


they should be sanded before 


you start your first coat.

A shirred ruffle or flat ribbons can trans- 
form a ho-hum tablecloth into something 
that gives a room your very own stamp, 
and gives parties a lift. Curtains can be 
made with dash, and in haste, and still 
have character; one of these ideas could 
be duplicated with no stitching at all. 
Ribbon covers for cushions take at most 
a few well-placed tack stitches; you 
weave color over and under to create 
your own pattern and texture. Once you 
have had an easy success, you may find 
you have acquired a new set of deco- 
rating skills, and confidence in using 
them—a launching pad for even great- 
er decorating challenge and success.

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A new slipcover for a slipper chair or 
armless sofa can be made without the 
fret of fit and tailoring. Interior de- 
signer Mario Buatta designed this 
one. To make: Toss an old bedsheet 
over your chair to get an idea of how 
much fabric you will need; tuck neatly 
around back and seat, using safety 
pins to gather sides. Mark at floor 
length, then spread sheet flat. Slip- 
cover's shape should resemble a 
“barn,” see diagram, below. Cut pat- 
tern and fabric evenly. If extra width 
is required for the skirt (the barn 
“eaves”) sew on extra material. To 
finish, shape fabric over the chair and 
secure sides with ribbons or fabric 
strips tacked and tied.

An element of surprise—whatever it may be—can, in its way, do as much 
for a room as the color of its walls or the view from its windows. The 
astonisher may be amusing, quaint, imaginative—or sometimes all three 
and doubly surprising because there it is, a dear old friend in a totally 
new context. And there is no older friend, certainly, than crochet, one of 
the easiest forms of needlework (even children can learn to do it very 
nicely), more versatile in use and design than knitting, simpler than needle- 
point. The craft requires nothing but wool and one small hook, goes like 
lightning, and can be made into practically anything that strikes the 
crocheter's fancy. But it is as a decorative fillip that it becomes a surprise 
—as upholstery, as a new kind of pillow, as curtains. Almost anything fabric 
can do, crochet can do, too, plus adding its singular charm of pattern, 
texture, see-throughness. Here are some examples of its versatility. You 
can make them all yourself, or order most of them from the cited sources.

When the Mosers decided to build 
their own house, they had little 
experience, between the two of 
them, of such an undertaking. 
Alexis, twenty-six, who designed 
the house, was in his senior year 
of architecture at Harvard, had a 
degree in engineering from Yale, 
and had remodeled a town house. 
But Margaret, twenty-five, a teach- 
er, had no construction experience 
whatsoever. Nevertheless, they 
dauntlessly took on everything— 
concrete work, carpentry, electri- 
cal wiring, plumbing, heating— 
with the only outside help amount- 
ing to $42 for excavation. 

“Much of our enjoyment,” 
feels Alexis, “resulted from not 
having rigid schedules. We were 
free to be flexible, to change and 
add to the design as we went along. 
For instance, when a truckload of 
roof decking arrived that had un- 
usual gray growth stains; we de- 
cided on the spur of the moment to 
use the decking to panel the north 
wall of the living room.” 

“There were moments,” con- 
tinues Margaret, “that were a real 
test of our will power and sanity. 
Nine tons of crushed stone for the 
septic system were dumped 20 
yards from where they should have 
been. It took us two days to move 
them. After that we always tried 
to be on hand for deliveries.” 

Their budget was tight, so 
they learned how to save money. 
They bought all un-prefinished ma- 
terials, got free scraps of reinforc- 
ing steel for the foundation at a 
precast concrete plant, made their 
own lighting fixtures. And when 
their funds ran low, they were 
helped by an understanding local 
supplier—John Di Prizio of the 
Charles Di Prizio Lumber Company 
—who let them buy on credit. 

"| am glad | had the experi- 
ence of doing all the tasks," says 
Alexis, "but if | were to do it again, 
it would be more practical to con- 
tract out the furnace work, septic 
System, even the foundation."

people are able to do self-hypno- 
sis and cure themselves of tired- 
ness. This is the technique: lie 
down on a couch, or sit in a chair, 
and focus your eyes on a spot on 
the wall or ceiling for just a sec- 
ond or so. Let the eyelids close 
gently and then count numbers 
backwards from ten to one. Try 
to see the numbers in your mind's 
eye, or repeat them quietly to 
yourself in rhythm with your 
breathing.

9 Often you are tired and 
exhausted because you've been 
over-exercising one set of mus- 
cles and not exercising others. 
The worst thing to do then is to 
lie down and rest. You'll still feel 
tense and twitchy. Get the cir- 
culation moving evenly through- 
out the body again by exercising 
on the floor for half an hour.

There 
must be rhythm, intensity, and 
respiratory expertise. But the 
psychological aspects must be 
considered too, especially if 
you're an energetic person. It’s 
no good playing tennis if you 
worry about winning. Obviously 
this will intensify tension. The 
point is, make relaxation a pleas- 
ure of life, not a concentration, 
I play tennis but I find I can ad- 
just the game so that even if I 
make people a little mad, it's a 
happy game and they finally en- 
joy it and relax. But you should 
always begin with a mild activity, 
limbering up. The way to do this 
is to stretch your body in its en- 
tirety way up, then curl down 
hugging the knees. Stretch up 
and twist to one side, twist to the 
other, move your head to one 
side then the other. Stretch and 
bend, stretch again and then 
slowly relax from the wrist, the 
elbow, the shoulders, the neck, 
spine and hips, loosening up with 
the eyes closed.

Which is best, hot or cold? 
A JOSEPH ROTTEN- 
€ BURGER: Any physi- 
cal shock is good for unwinding, 
hot, cold, or a combination. In 
Finland, you have the sauna 
bath; in China, you have shocks 
with a needle. The German cold 
water foot-bath idea comes from 
walking in grass thick with ice- 
cold dew. I recommend this cold 
water treatment. You can impro- 
vise at home. Let the water run 
ice cold from the faucet in the 
bath, bend one knee and let the 
water run over the knee right 
down to the toes. Try wiggling 
the toes as if you were playing 
the piano. Do the same with the 
other leg. Turn around and let 
the water run over the back of 
the calf and sole of the foot.

Finally squeezes liquid through 
potato ricer or cheesecloth. 

Make bread crumbs (dice 
bread first), grate the zest of 
lemons, oranges (freeze strips 
first): powder sugar (put Y5-l 
cup granulated sugar in con- 
tainer, run on high speed until 
pulverized), whirl sugar and 
equal amount of water for sugar 
syrup; grate cheese (especially 
hardened pieces), whip cream 
(make sure cream is very cold 
first), and dissolve gelatin 
(whirl gelatin first with cold 
water, then add hot liquid). 

Make butter and nut butters 
in a blender: Put 1 cup heavy 
cream (it is best to use cream 
that is two days old) in blender 
container. Run on high speed 
until whipped. With motor still 
running, pour in 14 cup cold 
water and 2 cracked ice cubes. 
Run on high speed until butter 
has formed. Put butter in a 
strainer, drain well, and knead 
with hands or back of a wooden 
spoon to force out all liquid. 
Pack into a small crock, cover, 
and chill. 

Nut butters: Put 115 cups 
of shelled, salted nuts in blender 
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container. Run on a medium 
speed until chopped. then turn 
to high until smooth. Stop motor 
to push mixture down as neces- 
sary. Add 1-2 tablespoons un- 
flavored salad oil for all nut but- 
ters except peanuts or cashews. 
( Remove bottom of container if 


possible and push mixture out.) 


With meat grinder: 


Grind the bread, celery, and 
onions for stuffings; chop mush- 
rooms finely for duxelles; use 
salad attachment to slice pota- 
toes thinly for Potatoes Anna or 
to shred carrots or grind up pep- 
pers and other vegetables for 


relishes. 


With casserole 
or skillet: 


Bake potatoes, keep rolls warm, 
crackers crisp, pop corn, or 


cook frozen biscuits. 


ith griddle: 

Cook vegetables in the Oriental 
manner: Heat griddle to 350°- 
375°. Melt butter or oil, adding 
more during cooking if neces- 
sary. Cook vegetables such as 
onions, mushrooms, zucchini, 
yellow squash, red and green 
peppers, and potatoes, sliced 15- 
inch thick, turning frequently 
until cooked as desired.

FOR A SUMMER-LONG DISPLAY OF FLOWERS, 
start your pot plants early. One that should be started 
Ae , now for rich rewards in July and August is Achi- 
n "A Oy menes, a member of the gloxinia-African violet 
= family with many shades of coloring, handsome 
leaves, and a very agreeable disposition. Achimenes 
grows from tubers like tiny pine cones. These should 
be planted at the rate of a dozen to an 8-inch pot, in 
a fairly loose soil containing plenty of humus. Set the 


planted pots where the temperature will stay around

ee sixty degrees, and keep moist but not wet until the sprouts 
appear. Then move them to where they will be warmer and brightly lighted, and don't 
stint. on feeding and watering. They flower best in bright light as long as it is not scorch- 
ing hot sunshine. Without actually trailing, the stems arch gracefully, so this is a good 
plant for hanging baskets and window boxes. Blue, pink, red, white, and yellow are avail- 
able, but most floriferous of all is the species grandiflora, ABOVE, sometimes labeled 
Purple King, which describes the color. Pots should dry out when blooming season ends, 
then be kept cool but not freezing until time to start them growing again. Tubers and 
seeds may be ordered from George W. Park Seed Co., Inc., Greenwood, S.C., 29646.

The reason for this is that a large 
group of a single kind of plant makes it easy for pests 
ground in an area in-

crawl into the saucer 
to slake their thirst, 
fallin, and drown. The 
great advantage of 
this method of slug 
eradication is that it 
doesn’t involve any 
danger to any other 
living thing.

stage a really damaging assault. Plants in smaller 
groups interspersed with different species make it 
difficult for the insects and disease to build up a con- 
centrated attack. This is one of the points made by 
Hamilton Tyler in Organic Gardening Without Pois- 
ons (Van Nostrand-Reinhold, $7.50). Mr. Tyler says he 
uses no pesticides of any kind in his own garden but,

the safer kinds (pyrethrins, etc.) to gardeners who 
feel they must have them.
